Concerning Frontier Life When 
Gjnnellsville was in the Making 


1767-1781 


Letter

Tho expected concerted outbreak by 


tho. Indians not occurring, Colonel 
Crawford loft Fort Pitt in August 1777, 
wltli his battalion of two hundred mon 
and joined tho main Continental army 
under Washington, who was at that 
tlmo near Philadelphia. Colonel Craw- 
tord rendered valuable services In the 
preliminary movements and .skirmish- 
es which terminated la tho battle oC 
nrandywlno. In that engagement ho 
took an active and conspicuous' part 
and by his boldnosu In an advonco up- 
on tho enemy, came, near being cap- 
tured. His conduct, during HUB battle 
called forth high commendation from 
General Joseph Heed, his Immediate 
superior. Subsequently ho took part 
In tho battle ot Qermantovm. 


Lato In 1777 Colonel Crawford want 


to his homo at Stewart's Crossing, 
having been ordered by General Wash- 
ington to report to Brigadier-General 
Edward Hand,.then In command ol the 
militia forces at Fort Pitt, anil who 
had gained Information of greater ac- 
tivity on tho part of the British at 
Detroit in. their incitenioret of tho In- 
dians to an attack upon the frontier 
settlors. 
By being ordered to Fort Pitt Colonol 
Crawford lost command 'of tho 13th 
Virginia regiment and his placo in tho 
Continental lino, 
-which Washington 


later sought ineffectually to have re- 
stored to him. While still at his homo, 
and before reporting to General Hand
